Something of the widespread at-| 
tention which the home nursing 
and hygiene departments at Chaf- 
fey high school, as directed by 
Mrs. Harriet Fleming, are attract- 
ing, was evident today when it 
was learned that the Chaffey in- 
structor has been invited to pre- 
gent a program tomorrow before 
the Nurses-Teachers Institute at 
San Diego.

Registration Large 
With 1800 On Lists 


Interest in the city elec- 
tion has resulted in a larger 
registration of voters than 
has ever been known in Up- 
land this early in an election 
year. 

Up to Saturday 1503 vo- 
ters had registered with 
Mrs. Roy Creighton. Ar- 
rangements had been made 
for registration books to be 
kept in local stores on Sat- 
urday and the American Le- 
gion suppremented this by 
making a house to house 
canvass, 

The time for final regis- 
tration to permit voters to 
vote at the city election was 
midnight on Saturday. Dur- 
ing the day the workers had 
succeeded in rounding up 
314 persons who had failed 
to register. This swelled the 
roll to 1817 names.

Worth of Bees In Ventura 
County Disaster 





Four thousand dollars’ worth of 
bees was the loss of Wm. Atch- 
ley of Upland in the Santa Clara 
valley flood disaster. Mr. Atch- 
ley had about 200 colonies of bees 
in two different places where the 
flood passed through. One apiary 


near Santa Paula was wiped out! 


and another in the vicinity of 
Saticoy was lost. 

Mr. Atchley at this time of 
year was beginning to bring his 
bees back to Upland from the 
Ventura county where they are 
kept in the winter time because 
of the bean crops. In moving the 
bees to places where the blos- 
soms are more corps of honey 
are possible each year. Fortunate- 
ly some 200 colonies were brought 
back last week and are saved. 


Mr. Atchley following the flood 
went to Ventura county to see if 
his bees had been harmed. One 
apiary was, he thought, high on 
a mountainside, but it was away 
below the water line. Though the 
water had receded no marks 
were left of the place where the 
apiaries had stood. Though the 
financial loss is felt by Mr. Atch- 
ley he and Mrs. Atchley are say- 
ing little, feeling the loss of bees 
is nothing compared to the home- 
less human beings and homes 
touched by death.

HIGHWAY RULING 
BENEITS SOUTH 


Thirteen Southern Counties To 
Gain $14,000,000 In Next 
Five Years 





The recent ruling of the attor- 
ney general’s office sustaining the 


Breed State Highway Allocation {from time 


bill is highly advantageous to 
Southern California, which organ- 
ization for vears was a leading 
proponent of a fair division of 
highway funds in the state. The 
gain to the 13 southern counties 
in the next five years will be more 
than $14,000,000 under operation 
of the new law. 

The ruling assures that Southern 
California will receive its just al- 
lotment of highway funds, as un- 
derstood and agreed at the last 
session of the legislature. The 
Breed bill was designed to prevent 
discrimination against the south, 
which has existed in times past. 
During many years the south re- 
ceived approximately 34 per cent 
of all state highway expenditures, 
while the remaining 66 per cent 
was spent in the north. This, in 
spite of the fact that the south 
contributed at least half of the 
revenue. This situation is definite- 
ly remedied by the Breed bill. 


it is estimated that the one cent 
tax for new construction will total 
$62,000,000. Of this, $46,500,000 
will go to the primary road fund 
and $15,500,000 to the secondary 
fund. The south will receive 45.3 


ondary fund, a total of $28,814,500 
from the entire construction fund. 


Under the allocation permitted 
before the Breed bill became a law, 
the south would receive from this 
construction fund during the next 
five years only 34 per cent, or $21,- 
080,000. Thus, the Breed bill means 
a gain for the southern counties 
in this five year period of $17,734,- 
500 for new construction. The 
Breed bill also means a fair ap- 
portionment of maintenance and 
reconstruction funds. 


Summarizing the analysis, it ap- 
pears that the total gain to the 
thirteen southern counties by the 
Breed bill in road maintenance, re- 
construction and new construction 
expenditures in the next five years 
will be, from the construction fund, 
$7,734,500; from the maintenance 
and betterment fund, $6,642,000, 


making a total gain for the south 
of $14,876,500. 





DECLARE DRIVERS SHOULD 
WATCH BLOOD PRESSURE 


Middle aged men who have ab- 
normal blood pressure are more 
than twice as liable to accidents 
while driving automobiles as men 
of the same ages and experience 
whose blood pressure is normal. 


This is the conclusion in a re- 
port from the Personal Research 
Federation reaching the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern California. 


The investigation shows that the 
longer a man has operated a car 
or bus, the fewer accidents he has. 
The report attributes this partly to 
increasing skill and experience and 
partly to the fact that inefficient 
drivers tend to shift to other work. 

“Tt has not been generally rec- 
ognized,’”’ the report states, “that 
excessive blood pressure, even 
when it is not so high as to indi- 
cate danger or a sudden collapse, 


may nevertheless be a symptom of 


incipient nephritis or of some con- 
dition of the system which affects | 
general health and temperament to | 
an extent wnich may seriously in- 
terfere with safe driving.”

have come about, owners of the 
| newer cars should observe how 
|many different things they can do 
while at the wheel without con- 
centrating on any one of these acts 
to the exclusion of a full con- 
sciousness of the general behavior 
of the car. Note that it is poss- 
ible to swing the car on a left turn 
with the left hand on the wheel 
while the right hand is ‘moving 
\the gear shift lever from low to 
second. Observe that while this 
is being done it is possible to 
take advantage of an opening in 
traffic to accelerate from a crawl 
to twenty miles an hour in a flash 
merely by touching the foot on the 
accelerator, and that deceleration 
is just as rapid when the brake 
pedal is touched. 

In most instances it is possible 
to remain in high gear for much 
of the traffic work and without 
fear of having the engine go dead. 
The shifts, when necessary, are SO 
easy as to require comparatively 
little physical effort or scarcely 
any thought at all. The best proof 
of the simplicity in present-day 
gear shifting is the fact that manu-

Standardization of shift 


A new theory of safety is spread- 
ing like wildfire throughout the; 
motor world. It is founded on the 
thought that the cure for fear of 
slippery pavements in a new car, 

The brake pedal 1s the same as it 

has always been, and yet what a 
world of difference there is when 
you press on it. These new resuiis | 
have nothing to do with the wey 
the pedal moves, its position or its 
design; radically improved decel- 
eration is tucked away in the lay- 
out of the brakes, in the equaliz- 
ing devices, the leverage, the self- 
energizing brake shoes or the new 
type brake lining that is so hard 
it appears to be metal. 
All these improvements combine 
to render the conventional brake 
pedal capable of doing ten times 
as much work as formerly, doing 
it smoothly and, above all, safely. 
Important improvements have also 
been made in the emergency, or 
holding, brake so that even though 
drivers seldom use it in actual 
emergencies they feel that it can 
be relied upon. 

One of the detailed improve- 
ments in control that has passed 
practically unnoticed is the semi- 
automatic spark advance device 
concealed in the distributor. Here 
is a device that has been quietly 
and reliably advancing and retard- 
ing the spark when the driver was 
giving least thought to this sort of 
thing. He perhaps has not realiz- 
ed that without such a device his 
car would not accelerate so rap- 
idly in an emergency unless he re- 
membered to advance the spark 
manually beyond the normal driv- 
ing point, or that it would knock 
badly and lag if he advanced the 
spark too rapidly. 

In designing present day en- 
gines to take the gasoline rapidly 
and without the sort of knocking 
that used to follow “crowding,” 
automotive engineers have provid- 
ed the throttle with new features 
of control that should go a long 
way toward safer motoring. Also, 
we must not overlook the fact that 
the newer fuels contribute much to 
the greater effectiveness of the 
throttle. 

Through better clutch design the 
amount of physical energy that 
must be expended by the driver in 


declutching is very slight, even 
over a period of a day’s run. 
“Booster” brakes, low pressure 


hydraulics and simpler mechanical 
brakes render braking a compara- 
tively easy matter, viewed as a 
physical act. Manipulating a mo- 
tor car is no longer an irksome 
task, rather a pleasure. For many

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NO-PASSING LINES 
ARE BEING TRIED 


Success Encountered In State 
of Washington With New 
Method of Regulation 








“No-passing”’ rules are being put 
into effect in some states as pre- 
cautions against dangerous driv- 
ing and accidents, according to in- | 
formation reaching the Automo- 
bile Club of Southern California. 
These are wide, white lines paint- 
ed in the centers of highways at 
dangerous places. They mean that 
cars shall not pass going in the 
same direction at these particular 
points. 

In the state of Washington | 
these ‘‘no-passing”’ strips have been 
installed and motorists will be ar- 
rested on reckless driving charges 
and prosecuted accordingly if they 
do not obey the rules. The strips 
are eight inches in width, are paint- 
ed on curves, near school houses, 
and other places where danger 
exists. They are designed entire-| 
ly for the protection of motorists 
and pedestrians, and it is claimed 
for the proponents of them that 
they are removing additional traf- 
fic hazards and thereby making the 
highways safer for traffic. 


and other lines painted on the high- 
ways are to be found in Southern 
California, there is no state law 
covering these. It is said, how- 
ever, that traffic experts are sug- 
gesting that amendments be made 
to the state motor vehicle act at 
the next session of the legislature 
whereby provision will be made 
for “no-passing”’ strips. 

It is pointed out in support of 
this regulation that on the penin- 
sula highway south of San Fran- 
cisco for many miles there are 
four lanes of travel marked by 
white strips. It is noted that the 
slower vehicles automatically 
choose the lanes nearest the curb, 
leaving the middle of the highway 
for the faster moving cars. Stu- 
dents of traffic declare that there 
is a psychological effect in the 
white strips on the roadway and 
that drivers automatically will 
choose the right zone. 

The ‘“no-passing”’* white strip is 
in effect much like the road signs 
such as are erected by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Southern California 
to denote crossings, bad curves, 
slippery grades. etc. If a motorist
